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o% pay increase okayed 
for Upland city workers

The Upland City Council granted a 
pay increase of 5 percent late Fri- 
day afternoon for all of the city’s 
some 230 employees. 

Mayor George Gibson said the pay 
increase, which is retroactive to 
March 1, was adopted in part to 
combat a recently high turnover 
rate for city employees. 

He said the city has lost ‘‘quite a 
few” police officers, and Finance 
Director Anthony Andrade noted 
turnovers have affected ‘‘every 
department.” 

Andr. told the council the pay 
increase for all employees comes to 
$80,580°ftom March 1 to June 30, the 
period covered in the new 
“‘memorandums of understanding.” 

The memorandums are the city’s 
equivalent of a labor contract in 
private industry. Projected over a 
year, the 5 percent raise comes to 
$241,740. 

Upland reached memorandums of 
understanding with its firefighters 
and miscellaneous employees (all 
non-safety personnel who are not 
considered part of management). 

Both the firefighters and the mis- 
cellaneous employees are 
represented by Local 690 of the Ser- 
vice Employees International Union 
AFL-CIO. 

The third city employee group, the 
Upland Police Officers Association, 
reached no memorandum with the 
city, but the raise covers the police 
officers as well. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
the police association requested 
continued negotiations on a pay in- 


crease retroactive to last July 1 as 
condition for reaching the agree- 
ment. ; 

City Attorney Donald Maroney 
said the council would have had to 
stipulate the possibility of the 
retroactive pay increase last July in 
order to consider the association’s 
request, 

“And, therefore, it would simply 
be a gift of the taxpayers’ money to 
make anything retroactive that 
far,’’ he said. 

The pay increase can be retroac- 
tive to March 1 because that date is 
part of the current pay period. City 
employees have two pay periods 
each month. 

In addition to the three employee 
groups, the council granted the 5 
percent increase to management 
personnel. 

In separate actions, the council 
approved 5 percent increases for the 
city manager and city clerk, 
Upland’s only full-time elected of- 
ficial. 

Travers will now earn $3,098 a 
month. City Clerk Dee Carpenter 
will make $1,444 a month. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy, a 
former Upland police captain, 
abstained from voting on the raise 
for police officers. Otherwise, the 
pay increase for all groups passed 
unanimously with all five council 
members present. 

Upland has 38 firefighters, 56 
police officers, 92 miscellaneous 
employees and 44 management 
employees, according to the latest 
figures supplied by the personnel of- 
fice.

Atwood Co. department 
store in the town center. 


governmental entities throughout 
California, Upland was under no 
compulsion io grant pay increases 
or return to the bargaining table 
because of the state Supreme Court 
decision Feb. 15 overturning a provi- 
sion of last year’s Proposition 13 
bail-out legislation. 

The law (SB 154) had prohibited 
local governments from receiving 
their share of more than $4 billion in 
state surplus funds if employee cost- 
of-living raises exceeded those for 
state workers. 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. vetoed 
pay increases for most state 
workers. 

However, Upland reached 
agreements with its three employee 
groups for the city to contribute $15 
a month per employee toward a den- 
tal plan. The agreements were 
reached in lieu of pay increases. 

Andrade noted Upland usually 
considers pay increases later in the 
year, but the pay freeze’s elimina- 
tion and the number of turnovers 
helped prompt the council action 
Friday night.

Upland okays 
land purchase 
for water plant 


Upland is buying 14 acres of land 
in the northwest part of the city as 
the first step toward building a 
water filtration plant for the day 
when Northern California water is 
needed to augment its local 
supplies. 

The city council has authorized 
spending nearly $320,000 for the land 
at the southwest corner of Benson 
Avenue and 18th Street now owned 
by the San Antonio Land Co. 

Harry Rohrbach, Upland’s water 
utility director, said, ‘It has always 
been an accepted fact that one day 
we would need to use imported 
water to supplement local 
supplies.’ 

Because of growth in the city, that 
day could come in about five years, 
he added.

Rohrbach noted the city has no set 
plans or timetable yet for building 
the filtration plant that would treat 
Feather River water traveling south 
by the California Aqueduct. 

Officials have been considering a 
plant with a capacity of treating 10 
million gallons a day, he said. 
Rohrbach added that the plant 
would be designed to be expandable. 

He and Upland Mayor Pro Tem 
John McCarthy noted the Monte 
Vista County Water District has 
expressed. interest in joining the 
project. 

McCarthy said several cities and 
agencies might end up sharing the 
cost of building the plant. 

Rohrbach said at today’s dollars 
his ‘‘guesstimate” is that a 10- 
million-gallon-a-day filtration plant 
would cost roughly $4 million. 

McCarthy, who serves on the 
council’s water and sewer 
committee, told the council Monday 
night the site is ‘“‘imperative’’ for 
Upland’s future water needs. 

The site is just north of the city’s 
17th Street reservoir, and Rohrbach 
called the location ‘‘probably the 
best one available.” 

He said the reservoir would serve 
as the distribution point 

A 10-foot-diameter pipeline knOwn 
as the Rialto Reach portion of the 
Foothill Feeder runs from the 
Devil's Canyon power plant just 
north of San Bernardino to La 
Verne, Rohrbach said. 

In Upland, the pipeline — 
belonging to the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California — 
travels along 18th Street. 

Rohrbach explained that the city 
would purchase the water indirectly 
from the state through the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District, 
which in turn would deal with the 
Metropolitan Water District. 

Upland’s annual water 
consumption is currently about 
13,000 acre-feet (one acre-foot 
equals 325,850 gallons), but the 
city’s projected annual consumption 
at ultimate development is 21,000 
acre-feet, Rohrbach said. 

He noted the city would use the 
more expensive imported water 
when consumption exceeds its local 
drawing limits. 

Rohrbach described water from 
the state project as “good quality,” 
but noted the filtration plant is 
needed to make it potable. 

Reservoirs‘and the aqueduct itself 
are open to recreational uses along 
the water’s southward journey and 
it becomes ‘‘somewhat polluted,”’ 
he said. 

McCarthy said Monday the city 
and the San Antonio Land Co. board 
have been ‘‘dickering’’ several 
months on the price of the land 
before settling on its appraised 
value of $22,845 per acre. 

The city owns 28 percent of the 
land company’s stock, and 
McCarthy sits on the company’s 
board along with Mayor George 
Gibson and City Manager ‘Lee 
Travers.

Upland trustees ok 
pay hikes for 300 


With the state-imposed freeze on 
public employees’ salaries 
overturned by a recent court 
decision, the Upland school board 
Tuesday night approved pay 
increases of nearly 7 percent 
delayed since last July for some 300 
employees. 

Superintendent George Renworth 
said the retroactive raises amount 
to about $450,000 over the entire 
fiscal year for teachers and 
management personnel. 

He added that the salary 
increases, 6.915 percent, will go into 
effect. in April, with employees 
receiving their back pay in May. 

Upland trustees first approved the 
negotiated salary increases in May 
1978, and the raises were scheduled 
to go into effect last July 1. 

However, the state legislature's 
bail-out measure (SB 154 for 


Proposition 13 prohibited™local _ 


governments from receiving their 
share of more than # billion in state 
surplus funds if cost-of-living raises 
exceeded those for state employees. 

The provision amounted to a 
freeze on public employee salaries 
for most local governments after 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. vetoed 
pay increases for most state 
employees. 

The state Supreme Court 
overturned the provision of SB 154 
on Feb. 15, calling that section of the 
law unconstitutional because it 
violated contractual obligations. 

The day after that decision

After the board meeting, he said 
trustees met with the negotiator for 
the Upland Teachers Association on 
March 6 in executive session.

This compares with a 2.7 decrease 
in enrollment over the same period 
last year, according to Dickinson 

Enroliment normally goes down 
through the year. Dickinson said. 
but this year the decline has been 
faster 

The district expected a decline by 
next year. but this vear’s decline 
was 2 surprise, Dickinson said 

Dirksen believes the declining 
enroliment is being caused by high 
school students wanting to get out m 
the job market early to “beat the 
other guy.” 

The superintendent said the past 
push was to get a degree. but 
several years ago when so many 
persons with doctorates were 
without jobs this might of have 
changed the thinking of a lot of

share in Cystic Fibrosis battle

Jennifer Snapp is three 
vears old and has Cystic 
Fibrosis. She and her fami- 
ly ‘live in Rancho 
Cucamonga and share the 
constant battle against the 
disease 

Cystic Fibrosis is the 
number one inherited 
disease in the United States 
among diseases which 
affect children 

The genetic disease, 
which has no present cure. 
affects the lungs and 
digestive systems and 
causes repeated bouts of 
pneumonia and digestive 
problems 

Currently, the national 
Cystic Fibrosis Foundation 
is working on genetic 
research that will allow 
children with the disease to 
grow into adulthood. 

For CF to be inherited, 
both parents must carry the 
gene and one of every 20 
persons in the country is a 
carrier. 

Both Dixie Snapp and her 
husband Larry carried the 
gene and although they have 
three other children, only 
Jennifer inherited the 
disease. 

“I had Jennifer when I 
was 35,”. said Mrs. Snapp. 
‘And I always thought she 
was not very healthy. But 
then she had to be 
hospitalized at six weeks, so 
she was diagnosed very 
early.” 

Many children have the 
disease in varying 
“degrees’’ but are not 
diagnosed for CF. she said. 

‘‘The illness is a 
deceiving one. Some of the 
symptoms include a chronic 
cough that seems like 
bronchitis and large, foul 
stools. Sometimes the skin 
will get crusty and salty 
because CF kids lose a lot of 
salt,’’ Mrs. Snapp said. 

The reason pneumonia is 
frequent, according to Mrs. 
Snapp, is because CF 
causes thick mucus in the 
lungs and creates a 
breeding environment for 
bacteria. 


Jennifer must take a 
powdered form of enzyme 
to help her digest food, said 
Mrs. Snapp. CF children 
often must take up to 40 
enzyme pills daily to curb 
digestive problems. 

“They also take a lot of 
antibiotics to fight the 
bacteria,”’ she said. ‘‘That’s 
a problem in itself because 
they (antibiotics) can 
damage liver and kidneys.”’ 

But the problems aren't 
all physical. 

Wear and tear on 
personal and family 
emotions and relationships 
is part of the disease too 

‘‘T did much better 
before, when Jennifer was 
younger, It gets harder as 
she gets older. I like to 
think I’m a realistic person 
and I allow myself to think 
as realistically as possible 
about the situation,”’ said 
Mrs. Snapp. 

She said, ‘‘I’ve even gone 
so far as to lie awake - the 
nights are hardest, there is 
fear’in the night - and think 
of her possible death, a 
funeral.” 

Mrs. Snapp said she is a 
woman of strong Christian 
faith but does not allow 
herself ‘‘to get false hope.” 

“T believe God can move 
mountains, but if this is the 
course of events I will have 
no false hopes about it. I 
don’t want to destroy 
myself and my family if 
something should happen. I 
want to be able to cope,” 
she said 

A major factor in helping 
her cope, she said, is her 
job. She is a director of a 
Christian cosmetic sales 
company. 

‘That's what has helped 
me keep my sanity,” she 
said. “I don’t run away 
from the problem through 
my job, but I tried staying: 
home at first and it didn’t 
work.” 

“IT just stayed home and 
watched Jennifer be sick 
and I got very depressed 
and even grouchy at her 
because I was upset. It 
didn't do either of us any 
good.” 

















“My oidest daughter. 
Ginger, moved in with a 
friend's family. Not all of it 
was because of Jennifer, 
some was because Ginger 
had her growing up to do, 
but part of it was Jennifer.” 
said Mrs. Snapp. 


“Ginger identified with 
the mother role and saw 
and felt what she herself 
might have.to go through. 
She did work it’ out and is 
now married, though.” 

Her two ‘“‘middle 
children,” aged 11 and 12 
years, aren't articulate | 
about how they feel, she 
said 

“They, don’t always tell 
me what they really feel, 
but sometimes Larry. my 11 
- year - old. will have 
problems behaving in 
school if Jennifer's in the 
hospital.’ 

‘My husband,” said Mrs. 
Snapp, ‘‘carries the burden 
mentally and he’s not really 
very communicative about 
it either. He just says he 
looks at Jennifer as an 
average, healthy child and 
wants her to have as normal 
a life as possible.” 

The Snapp family 
members try to maintain a 
normal living environment 
and all keep fairly busy. 

Mrs. Snapp is a member 
of the CF Tri Valley 
Chapter which will sponsor 
a ‘‘Bowling for Breath” 
event in April. 


“The bowling fundraiser 
will include the Pomona, 
San Gabriel and Whittier 
Valleys.”’ she said. ‘And 
anyone who would like to 
participate can get sponsor 
sheets from myself or the 
chapter or at any of the four 
bowling alleys participating 
with us.”

childhood fascination of a 
boy who ran away from 
home to join the rodeo. 

He’s a rodeo clown, 
another term for one of 
those outrageously attired 
sentries of the arena who 
try to make bronc and bull 
riding safe for cowboys. 

Ludlow works full time as 
a warehouseman. He 
figures he picks up $300 
over a weekend, along with 
a few bruises and bumps. 

It’s no laughing matter, 
this business of a rodeo 
clown. 

He dresses up in grease 
Paint, in size 58 pants that 
fit his 5-foot-9, 180-pound 
body like a tent, and tries to 
convince 2,000-pound bulls 
that he’s a more promising 
target than a rider who’s 
just been tossed to the 
ground. 
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or wave something in his 
face, anything to distract 
him from the fallen rider 
(who. very rarely stays on 
the bull’s back through the 
eight-second time limit). 

“You can get close to the 
bull but you’ve gotta keep 
moving.”’ 

Ludlow, a rodeo clown for 
more than a decade, has 
suffered the usual 
occupational hazards: 
broken legs, broken 
collarbone, broken nose and 
broken ribs. Everything but 
a broken spirit. 

Before that he was a bull 
rider himself. winning as 
much as $1,200 on a 
weekend at three rodeos. 
“When I was 29,”’ he said, 
“I was getting a little stiff 
from the ridin’ and the 
younger generation was 
out-doin’ me. There’s 
steady money for a clown, 
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Rodeo clowns... They suffer oe = a broken spirit 


Still, a rodeo clown is no 
job for an old man. 

“You" ve gotta know the 
bulls,’ says Ludlow. ‘‘You 
study ’em before they ever 
come out of the chute. And 
it helps to be quick. I doa 
lot .of jogging to keep in 
shape.”’ 


“Yeah, I guess I’ve save a 
rider’ s life,’’ he said. 

‘“‘Three years ago in 
National City, Calif., a bull 
was on top of the rider. I 
kicked the bull in the face to 
get him away from the 
rider’s leg. Then I fell down 
and the bull turned. He 
pushed me eight feet with 
his nose.

Why 

The flash is ineffective at 
a great distance, but when 
vou insert the flash into a 
potket camera, the shutter 
automatically goes to a 
slower shutter speed. It is 
the slow shutter speed that 
improves the exposure, not 
the use of the flashbulb. A 
burned-out bulb would work 
just as well, since it is only 
acting to change the shutter 
speed 

The point is that it does 
not require special 
equipment or superfast film 
to capture these events 
Using regular film and a 
shutter speed which is slow, 
but still usable in a hand- 
held situation, can produce 
good results 

Photographer - Peter 
Koeleman made photos 
similar to the one seen at 
right using a technique 
which I will describe 

The first piece of advice 
he offers is to disregard the 
automatic exposure system 
on your ¢amera, The 
problem arises. when 
aiming at a performer 
lighted by spotlight. In this 
situation, the performer 
usually is against a black 
background which 
dominates the viewfinder. 
When this occurs, the 
exposure meter tries to 
compensate by giving an 
average exposure, and this 
will overexpose the 
performer

The photo similar to the 
one shown here was made 
using ASA 400 color- 
negative film using an ex- 
posure of 1/60th or 1/125th 
at f£-2.8. There was no 
‘‘push’’ processing involved 
during the development 
stage 

The shutter speed at 
1 60th is still within 
the hand-held range 
for most photo- 
graphers. Using a slower 
film, say ASA 200 in a slide 
film, still would enable you 
to use a speed of 1/30th of a 
second with little trouble. 

One thing to keep in mind 
is that the lighting is almost 
always the same at all of 
these events — carbon-are 
spotlights. After awhile it 
becomes obvious when 
these lights are at their 
brightest. These are the 
times to make your 
pictures 

When the stage is covered 
in deep reds or blues there 
is a lower light level than 
the white light which 
obviously is the brightest. 
The rest of the light balance 
falls in between. 

When using slide film, 
vou should stick with the 
daylight emulsion, since it 
will give you slightly 
warmer or redder colors 

Remember. though, that 
often the lighting can get 
pretty bizarre. When this 
happens, you don’t have to 
worry about getting the skin 
tones correct, since they 
will be colored from the 
lights 

Actually, it is this weird, 
off-color that gives the 
atmosphere of a live 
concert to your photos. 

Remember that the 
exposures listed here are 
only suggested starting 
points. Check the sheet 
packed with the film for 
further information. Most 
fast-emulsion films have 
listed suggested exposure 
times for different low-light 
situations, such as indoor 
events, so check that 
closely.

The Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District plans to file suit to regain 
its full taxing authority so it can pay 
for construction and expansion of 
regional sewage treatment plants. 

If it loses that authority 
completely, the district is prepared 
to argue in court, it will not be able 


to raise enough money to comply provide additional sewage :

If the courts uphold the district’s 
Position, the owner of a home valued 
at $50,000 may have to pay $60 or so 
in additional property taxes. But the 
taxes could not be collected until 
sometime after July 1. 

The district’s suit is seen as a 
legal test of whether Proposition 13 
can invalidate a tax rate that 
enables a local government to 
comply with a contract other than a 
voter-approved bond issue. 

The county auditor-controller’s 
office refuSed to impose the tax rate 
requested by the district. It said the 
contract was not among the 
exemptions permitted by the state 
constitutional amendment from the 
property tax limit. 

The district’s tax rate for 
construction would have amounted 
to 57.1 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation for the 1978-79 financial 
year. 

The district is seeking an order in 
San Bernardino Superior Court that 


oftice to levy the tax rate. 

That would raise more than $5 
million for the district. That 
compares with the #2 million or so 
the district is receiving as its share 
of property taxes remaining to all 
local governments after Proposition 
13. 

Without a source of substantial 
income, ‘‘it kills our opportunity to 


(construction) program back. We 
may not be able to build everything 
we would like to.”’ 

The district board and local 
governments endorsed a $60 million 
plan last year for the expansion of 
regional sewage treatment plants in 
Ontario and Chino. 

The expansion would provide 
enough capacity for the West End’s 
growing population through the 
1990s. 

The shortage of sewage treatment 
capacity has been the key factor in 
limiting home construction and 
population growth for the past two 
years. 

The regional plant in Ontario is 


_being expanded from a daily 


capacity of 14 million to 24.5 million 
gallons. That project will be 
completed sometime next year. But 
most of that additional capacity will 
be committed by that time. 

The regional plant in Chino has 
been expanded from a daily 


million, All of that capacity is being 
used by thousands of new homes 
connected to municipal sewer 
systems. 

The 1972 contract between the 
district and local governments 
envisioned property taxes as the 
chief means of paying for regional 
construction projects. 





Even if the district wins a court 
order that allows it to impose its full 
taxing authority, Ferguson said he 
hopes local governments will agree 
to other ways of raising money for 
expansion projects. 

Chief among these is the charge 
proposed for each new home 
connected to a municipal sewer 
system. An advisory committee to 
the district has suggested the figure 
of $925. 

At the rate of 3,000 new homes 
each year, the one-time-only charge 
could raise almost $2.8 million for 
new construction.

Two other proposals to raise 
money for sewage treatment 
construction have been offered. But 
local officials do not hold out much 
hope for them. ; 

One would allow the district to 
obtain a share of state surplus 
money, ‘“‘but I’m not holding my 
breath,’’ Ferguson said. 

The other would be a fee charged 
to all homeowners. But the fee has 
been challenged by a citizens’ group 
as “‘illegal’’ and not in conformance 
with Proposition 13.
